| THROUGH THE SENATE. 

Railroad Measure Almost Certain to 
Become a Law in Ten Days—Promises 
of Twenty-four Senators to Support 
it Made the Fight Hopeless. |

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 25.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] By a vote of 25 to 2 the 
Senate this afternoon passed the 
Broughton Franchise Bill, and it will 
now go to the Governor for his ap- 
proval. That he will sign the measure 
is almost as certain as any of his of- 
ficial acts can be considered certain, 
and therefore the bill will become a 
law within the next ten days. There 
was no contest,whatever over the 
measure today, for the opponents of the 
bill well knew that any further fighting 
against it was useless, andi after the 
contest of last week, when the effort to 
amend it was defeated, they prectically 
gave up the fight. . 

It is now known that for weeks those 
behind the bill have had the promise» 
of twenty-four Senators that they 
would vote for it in the form that it 
was passed by the Assembly, and would 
mot agree to any amendments. The 
fight for a better franchise law has 
therefore been practically hopeless 
since before it was returned by /the 
committee. Only a few minutes were 
required to dispose of it today. It was 
pat the head of the special file of Assem- 
bly bills which the Senate takes up 
every afternoon, and it was therefore 
the first bill to be considered, Prest- 
dent Pro-tem.

BROUGHTON’S LATEST. 
BILL FOR RURAL DISTRICTs. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 25.—[({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Encouraged by the success 
of his first measure Assemblyman 
Broughton today introduced another 
franchise bill, which is intended to ap- 
ply to smaller towns and rural) districts 
im general. In response to a question 
the author of the new 
. re that it is practically a 
retnactmtent of the law of 1893, with 
one change, that being with reference 
to the granting of special privileges for 
less than two years. The law of 1893 
permitted the granting of special priv- 
llieges without advertising them for 
sale and there are a number of small 
sections of street-railway tracks in Los 
Angeles and other cities in the county 
which were laid under such privileges. 
In Pasadena especially the exercise of

| franchises, whether they be of the na- 
ture of special grgnts or not, shall be 
sold as the law provides, and shall not 
be granted outright without giving an 
opportunity for competition. The effect 
of such a law is manifest, and Brough- 
ton’s connection with the franchise 
bill which now bears his name will 
cause some suspicion to attach to this 
new measure, the text of which fol- 
lows: 

“Every franchise or privilege to erect 
or lay telegraph or telephone wires, to 
construct or operate railroads along 
or under any public street or highway, 
or exercise any other privilege what- 
ever hereaffer proposed to be granted 
by the Board of Supervisors or other 
governing or legislative body of any 
county or district within this State, 
except renewals of franchises or priv- 
lleges in counties outside of the limits 
of incorporated cities or towns, shall 
be granted upon the conditions in this 
act provided, and not otherwise. The 
fact that an application for such fran- 
chise or privilege has been made to 
such Board of Supervisors or other 
governing or legislative bodies, to- 
gether with a statement that it is pro- 
posed to grant the same must first be 
advertised in one or more daily news- 
papers in the county or district where- 
in the said franchise or privilege is 
to be exercised. If there be no daily 
newspapers published in the district 
where the said franchise or privilege 
is to be exercised, then the publication 
must be made in a daily newspaper 
published in an adjoining county. Such 
advertisements must continue every 
day for at least ten days and must 
commence at least thirty days beforé 
any further acttion of the Board of Su- 
pervisors or other governing or legis- 
lative body. The advertisement must 
state the character of the franchise or 
privilege proposed to be granted, the 
term of its continuance and if a street 
railroad the route traversed and the 
day on which tenders will be received 
for the same. On the day so stated 
the board or other governing or legis- 
lative body herein mentioned must 
meet in open session and read the ten- 
ders. The franchise or privilege must 
then be awarded to the highest bid- 
der.” 

The second action makes it a mis- 
demeanor for any member of a board, 
council, legislative or governing body 
to violate or attempt to violate pro- 
visions of the act, and upon convic- 
tion shall be deprived of office. 


ICENSE OR PROHIBITION 
OF LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


BILL FOR SUBMISSION TO VOTE OF 
‘THE PEOPLE DEFEATED. 
Spirited Contest Over the Measure in 
the Upper House—San Diego, San 
Bernardino and Riverside Particularly 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 25.—{Exc'usive 
Dispatch.) After a spirited contest and 
much discussion the Senate today de- 
feated Caldwell’s bill providing for the 
submission of the proposition of the 
license and, sale or prohibition of the 
sale of intoxicating liquors to a vote of 
the people by municipal corporations 
of the fifth and sixth classes. The bill 
provides that whenever three per cent. 
of the eléctors in any such municipal- 
ity petitidn the governing body so to 
do such governing body. must submit 
the question of high license or prohibi- 
tion to the people at @ny general elec- 
tion, but not at a special election. 

Senator Shortridge fought the bill 
and made aiong speech against it. He 
said that it was a “regulating” meas- 
ure which should not be seriously con- 
sidered by anyone and that it was 
opposed to the policy of the State and 
would be prejudicial to the interests 
of the owners of vineyards and wine- 
makers whose market might be re- 

The bill is of particular interest and 
importance to Riverside, San Bernar- 
dino and San Diego counties and Sen- 
ator Caldwell did all that could be 
done to secure its adoption. He said 
that it is not a prohibition measure, 
but is intended to give to the people 
of smaller cities the power to say for 
themselves how the liquor traffic shall 
be regulated. Caldwell spoke for near- 
ly an hour and showed that its adop- 
tion would in no wise injure the wine 
| {nterests, but the principaf effect of it 
would be to close saloons in cor- 
munities where they are not wanted. 
He told)of the manner in which the 
people of his county have secured local 
option. | 

The liquor interests were opposed to 
the bill, however, and they seemed to 
have done some successful lobbying, 
for when the roll was called the bil) 
lacked one vote of passing, the vote 
being 20 to 17. Senator Caldwell 
changed his vote, and gave notice that 
he will move to reconsider the vote 
and mai: another effort to secure the 
adoption of the measure. 

NO COIN FOR BLAKELEY. 

The Senate also refused to pass the 
bill t:troduced by Assemblyman Sav- 
age making an approprietion to pay 
the claim of Fred B. Blakeley of Los 
Angeles. Blakeley was a guard on a 
Wells, Fargo & Co. express car when 
the train was held up near Daggett. 
He shot and killed Ygnacio Eisler, 
one of the robbers, and then claimed 
}the statutory reward of $300 for the 
arrest and conviction of highway rob- 
bers. The Assembly passed the bill, 
but the Senate refused to pass it, on 
the ground that no arrest had been 
made. and that such cases do not come 
within the provisions of the law of- 
fering the reward. 

_ FOR A POPULAR CHOICE. 

Assemblyman Brown of San Mateo 
introduced a bill today the purpose of 
which is to give to the people of the 
State an opportunity of expressing di- 
rectly their preference for United 
States Senator two years hence. The 
bill provides that thirty days before 
the next general election the Governor 
shall issue a proclamaion calling upon 
the electors of the State to express 
upon their ballots their preference as 
to who they desire the next Legislature 
to elect to the United States Senate.

Shot Hot Water Fite Hun- 
Feet Into 
| the Air.

Springs, 
gave birth to a new geyser, 
February 18 His attention 
was attract the spot by a 
great explosion, resembling 
the booming of cannon. The 
ground rocked and quivered 
violently, as if shaken by an 
earthquake. 

The new wondeg is located 
about two hund feet im- 
mediately south of the famous 
Fountain Geyser, and at the 
moment of King’s discovery, 
and for a long time thereafter, 
was sending a solid column of 
hot water fully 500 feet in the 
air, the water guehing forth 
from a subterranean hole, 
about five feet in diameter, 
with aloudroar. Foran hour 
and a half the monster col- 
umn ef hot water shot heav- 
enward. It then subsided, and 
has since been playing at reg- 
ular intervals of about two 
hours. 

Excelsior Geyser, the largest 
and in some respects the most 
wonderful geyser in the park, 
which has not been in a state 
of eruption for several years 
past, commenced to play. Feb. : 
ruary 22, and continued in full 
play for over five hours. The 
volume of water sent out, . 
which flows into the Firehole 
River, so swelled the water in 
that stream that it overflowed 
its banks, and the water of the 
river became so hot from the 
geyser water that fish in the

PROF. G. F. WRIGHT’S STATEMENT, 
| AFTER INVESTIGATION. : 
Evidence Found of a Great Deluge 
After the Appearance of Man Upon 
the Earth—Lyell’s Theory of Uniform- 
itarianism Criticised. 


(R87 THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.31.3 

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—Letters have 
just been received here from the Rev. 
Dr. George Frederick Wright, the au- 
thority on glacial period and Biblical g>- 
ology, telling of the results of his search 
in Asia for evidences that the deluge 
covered the whole earth. Dr. Wright 
secured a leave of absence from Ober- 
lin (O.) University and sailed for Japan 
early last year. He went at once to 

Siberia, and began his work. His son 

accompanied him as assistant. The 
professor went al! through Siberia, and 
then proceeded to Syria via the Ural 
and Caucasus mountains. In a letter 
received in New York last week from 
him at Jerusalem, Prof. Wright wrote: 

“The account of the flood in the Bible 
is not such as to lead us to expect much 
direct geological evidence of it. A sub- 
mergence of a year, several thousand 
years ago, would leave few signs which 

not obliterated by time. 

“The Bible history stands o4 its own 
merits, and has independent value. The 
main question of geological interest is: 
Are there insuperable objections to tae 
account? The answer to this question 
turns upon the geological theories con- 
cerning the possible or probable rate 
at which changes of land levels may 


“Lyell’s theory of uniformitarism has 
been pushed too far, and has had too 
much influence in discrediting the the- 
ory of geological catastrophes. Prof. 
Prestwich's great work on geology does 
much to ¢ounteract the errors of Lyell 
and his followers. Catastrophes com- 
parable to the flood are not strange 
things in geology. The glacial period 
Was connected with a series of catas- 
trophes. I have traveled 12,009 miles in 
Asia to find evidences of the gliaciai 
period, and have found none. There 
was no general glaciation of eastern 
and central Asia, as there was of Amer- 
ica and Europe. : 

“But I have found undisputable evi- 
dence of a stuibmergence of land ex- 
tending to the base of Mt, Ararat, and 
that this submergerice took place gub- 
sequent to the appearance of man on 
the earth. The Russian geologists have 
recentiy found remains cof man dcep 
down in the deposits connected with 
this period of submergence. 

“The only - certainty is that since 
man's ap rance there has been a 
period of instability in the earth’s 
crust in northern and central Asia, 
which shows that the Biblical account 
of the flood is an entirely credible 
story.” 

The theory of uniformiterian'sm cone 
ceived by the famous geologist Lyell, 
which Prof. Wright criticises, is that 
the stratification of the earth’s surface 
due to different geo!ogical periois, was 
in a large measure uniform over the 
whole carth, and that catastrophes 
were of almost no occurrence in the 
history “of the crust.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—In the Su- 
preme Court of the United States the 
case of B. M. Blythe vs. Florence 
Blythe-Hinckley wds summarily dis- 
posed of in an opinion by Justice 
Peckham, the decision being in favor 
of Mrs. Blythe-Hinckley, as in the 
Supreme Court of California, from 
which.court the case was brought to 
the United States Supreme Court on 
writ of error. 

The point raised in the case was 
whether a State law is sufficient to 
permit an alien to inherit property 
in cages'inewhich the alien is a resi- 
dent of a country with which there is 
no treaty covering the question. The 
court, however, did not enter upon the 
discussion of this contention, but dis- 


miesed the case with the remark that 
the petition was frivolous, because evi- 
dently filed for delay. ° 

The case involves the estate of the 
late Thomas H. Blythe of California, 
and it has several times been before 
the Supreme Court.

The property in dispute in the Blythe 
case includes a block on Market street 
in San Francisco and $80,000 acres in 
San Diego and San Bernardino coun- 
ties.

TREE-PLANTING. 
SPECIFICATIONS ADOPTED. 


General specifications governing the 
planting, maintenance and care of 
shade trees were adopted by the Coun- 
ell yesterday. The Tree-Planting Act 
of 1893, adopted by the people at the 
last municipal election provides that 
such specifications shall be adopted 
before any ordinance goes into ef- 
fect. 

The specifications were drawn by the 
City Attorney and approved by Park 
Superintendent Mendenhall. All trees 
shall be cared for and maintained for 
a period of three years. If any die or 
are damaged during that period they 
must oe nglaced. Provision is also 
made for the cultivation, watering and 
trimming of trees. 

All work its done under the direction 
and supervision of the Street Superin- 
tendent. The property owners have 
to bear the expense which is paid in 
a similar manner as assessments for 
street grading. | 

Four ordinances were passed yes- 
terday that provide for the planting 
of shade trees as follows: On Figueroa 
street. from Second to Thirty-eighth 
street. Australian flame tree and fan 
palms; Beaudry avenue from First to 
Sixth street, eucalyptus robustus; Cen-

the south city limits, eucalyptus ro- 
bustus; Bellevue avenue, from Castelar 
street to Echo Park road, black acacia 
and eucalyptus robustus. .

The above are two questions which 
the Board of Supervisors, having be- 
come interested ia the subject of 
“beans” at the jail and kindred mat- 
ters thereto that the grand jury has 
been investigating, submitted to the 
District Attorney for answer some time 
ago. Yesterday a communication was 
read in response to the queries. 

“Section 215 of the County Govern- 
ment Act of 1897," says Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Wilbur, provides: “ ‘The 
Board of Supervisors shall allow to 
the - Sheriff his necessary expenses 
. ,. . for boarding prisoners in the 
County Jail; provided, that the Board 
of Supervisors shall fix a reasonable 


be boarded, if not otherwise provided 
in this Act.’ While there are other 
statutes bearing upon the question, ‘In 
out judgment it is the duty of the 
Board of Supervisocs to fix the price 
at which the prisoners shall be board- 
ed, and the Sheriff should not be al- 
lowed to make a profit for doing the 


same. 

This opinion renews the old dispute 
that has been thrashed over so many 
times in these later years. . 

Yesterday afternoon the Sheriff was 
before the boa?d with the attorney, 
J. W. McKinley, Eeq., to answer some 
questions about feeding and 
to show whether his allowance of 2%. 
cents a day per prisoner should not 
be cut down possibly to 20 cents. 

Mr. McKinley prefaced his remarks 
by saying that he agreed that the 
Sheriff could not consider any profit 
he might make in this way as salary,

a plain, unvarnished tale of an ideal 
summer in one of the most pictur- 
esque and poetic corners of England, 
famed throughout the world. Because 
1 loved Wordsworth and because I 
hoped to understand him, I gave him 
a full summer. Among my experi- 
ences, the changing of the seasons was 
one of the most wonderful. To one 
who had always lived in California and 
had never before watched the delib- 
erate coming of the spring after the 
winter, it was among the things long- 
est to be remembered. 

“In entering the lake region, I went 
directiy to Ambleside. On the day 
after my arrival, I rose early and went 
out for a walk. The thing that most 
stands out in my memory of that walk 
is the nosegay that 1 gathered, made 
up of flowers that I had often read 
about in English literature, but had 
never seen. There was clover, 
growing just below ‘Dove's Nest,’ once 
the home of Felicia Hemans; 
glove; sky-blue hairbells, perhaps the 
most treasured of all; wild honey- 
suckle; the bonnie bluebells of Scqt- 
land: sweetbriar, and the daisies, both 
the larger sort and the little ones that 
Chaucer describes—the ‘wee, modest, 
crimson-tipped flower’. of Burns.” 

Miss Foy then described her visits 
to Loughrigg, Grassmere and other 
spots of the region, with some pleas- 
ant anecdotes of travelers whom she 
met and humorous observations on the 
climate and the rushing “Cookies, 
who sometimes descended on the coun- 
try. She closed with an account 
of her journey to “Dove Cottage, 
where Wordsworth lived and did most 
of his work, and where De Quincey 
also lived for many years, She said 
she was not greatly interested in the 
monument to Wordsworth or in 
monuments in general erected to at 
men after they have long been dead. 
“But here,” she said, “was a monu- 
ment worth loo at. Think of all 
that has been said and done in that 
cottage! One room is pointed put as 
the one where Wordsworth entertained 
Sir Walter Scott. I think you could 
put that room twice over into this ros- 
trum, and I dare say Sir Walter 
thought himself royally entertained, 
nevertheless. Stopford Brooke formu- 
lated, while in the cottage, a plan to 
make it a national monument. His 
wish became a fact. Thousands of 
people contributed toward the pur- 
chase of the place, and since that 
time, even the garden has been plant- 
ed with flowers that grew there when 
Wordsworth owned it and in just the 
learn from rothy 
Wordsworth that they used to grow. 
The orchard is still there—an orchard 
of about five trees, hardly larger than 
this room—and the summer house at 
the top of the garden, of which he 
speaks. I think the feeling that I was 
most impressed with, while I was 
there, was the beauty of simple living 
and high: thinking. It seems to me 
that the finest thing we can do is to 
have our minds filled with beautiful 
thoughts and then live just as simply 
as we can. That is the thing I have 
been teaching my children up at the 
high school ever since I came back.”

The 
attendante was somewhat meager yes- 
terday, owing to the discouraging con- 
ditions that have overshadowed the 
industry during the past two dry sea- 
sone.

It is his opinion that the 
indications point to a crop of 5,000,000 
pounds this season, in Southern Cali- 
fornia in making this prediction, 
however, he considers that the rains 
are by no means over. The opinion 
generally expressed by those in attend- 
hance at the convention is that, not- 
withstandi the heavy rainfall, the 
product will be far below the normal, 
and unless the rains continue the sea- 
son will be short. One delegate stated 
that where he once, in a singlo handful 
of growth, pulled up in a bee pasture, 
found nine varieties of wild flowers, 
there are this season practically none.

ERJURY CASES WARMED 
OVER BY SCRIPPERS. 
ATTORNEY ON THE AGGRESSIVE 
Judge Ross Dismisses the New Phase 
Lightly and Says “Try Your Case in 
Court and Nowhere Else’—Chance 


An attorney concerned in the recent 
bitter contest before the United States 
Circuit Court in the case of the Cos- 
mos Exploration Company, represent- 
ing the “Scrippers,” vs. the Gray 
Eagle Oil Company, representing the 
oll claimants, has promulgated @ warm 
eriticism of the presentation of the 
ensuing charges of perjury before the 
Federal grand jury. The attorney 
says: 

“This controvaray was over the west 


| half of section 30. The scrippers made 


their location December 9, 1899, the oll 
men claiming to have had possession, 
and houses, derricks and wells on the 
property, at and before that date. This 
was the crucial point to settle. Twemiy- 
eight men, claiming a full com- 
plete knowledge of the property at 
that date, madé affidavit that there 
was no one in ion, nor were 
there houses, derricks or wells, or any 
other signs of development at the time.

It was to 
his interest that these twenty-eight 
men should be blackened with at least 
a charge of perjury, as that would ruin 
their reputation in the further prose- 
cution of the civil case. Here was a 
conflict between Mr. Flint, as the hired, 
private attorney, and Mr. Flint, rep- 
resenting the United States govern- 
ment. When the incongruity of the 
situation was shown to him, he with- 
drew from the prosecution of these 
cases before the grand jury, and turned 
them over to his assistant. | 
“Judge Ross, in the closing 
graph of his decision, turned over to 
the District Attorney these thirty-four 
affidavits to be investigated for per- 
jury by the grand jury. The District 
Attorney is the autocrat of the crand 
jury, and under the ruling of the Dis- 
trict Court he could exclude all evi- 
dence from the grand jury which he 
might noi wish to appear before them. 
“In the examination of the personnel 
of these six men who swore on behalf 
of the oil claimants, it was found that 
while the well diggefs and other work- 
ers had given affidavits swearing posi- 
tively as to possession, wells, derricks 


and house before December 9, 1899, that 


Mr. McWhorter, who was a director 
of the Gray Eagle Oil Company, and 
a large owner therein, and its chief 
of construction for selecting and boring 
all the wells and its field manager 
generally, did not appear by affidavit 


or otherwise. Here was the man above 


all others who could by his books and 
dally memoranda settle beyond a doubt 
the exact date at which the possession 
and well-boring by the oil claimants 
begun. Why did they not settle this 
by having his affidavit? 

“The sequel will tell. Mr. McWhor- 
ter’s testimony did not go before .the 
court. But the grand jury is another 
thing. The court had jurisdiction of 
questions of dollars and cents, but the 
grand jury was to strike at what is 
dearer to honest men than money. and 
that is personal honor. An applica- 
tion was mz in open court for per- 
mission to bmit a letter to the fore- 
man of the grand jury, containing some 
of the facts which were known to be 
in of Mr. McWhorter, but it 
was refused by the court, unless it was 


satisfactory to the District Attoiney. 


Mer. McWhorter, being an oil man and 
a director of the Gray BDagle Oil Com- 

y and the borer of their first wells, 

methods we need not now tell, got 
before the grand jury, and they found 
him loaded to the brim with statistics 
and facts as to possession of the prop- 
erty, giving his bills, with dates of 
same, for the lumber for houses and 
derricks, and his hardware bills for 
well-boring outfit. To the astonish- 
ment of all interested he produced 
fourteen letters written to him by Mr. 
Phillips, the secretary of the Gray 
Bagie Oil Company, while he was in 
the field, covering every detail of their 
plans for development, and these let- 
ters show on their face the falsity of 
those affidavits made by the oll claim- 
ants, and they fixed the date of build- 
ine the first derrick as January 10, 
1900—more than a month after the 
scrip was located. These letters and 
the affidavits of Mr. McWhorter, if 
they ult the twenty-eight swearers 
on alf of the scrippers, must of 
necessity convict the ot six of per- 
jury, open and wilful. 

“It was after this evidence got before 
the grand jury that it suddenly 
dawned on the mind of the District 
Attorney that the grand jury did not 
have jurisdiction of the case. This 
action on the part of the grand jury 
still leaves a charge of false swearing 
against the twenty-eight, and hence 
each man of the twenty-eight feels 
himself deeply wronged. 

“While the grand jury was in session 
a letter was addressed to the assistant 
District ‘Attorney, calling his attention 
to the testimony of McWhorter, and in- 
sisting that a bill of indictment should 
be found against the six men, naming 
them individually—all of which proves 
that he was aware of just who were 
the perjurers.” 

COMMENTS OF JUDGE ROSS. 

The promulgation of the attorney 
was shown to Judge Ross, now in 
San Francisco, and he did not con- 
sider it ‘of much consequence. He 
of the whole matter as a tale 

His decision in the case 
has been rendered, he said, and is 
published in full in the “Federal Re- 
porter” of November 6, 1900. The case, 
he said, when shown the exceptions 
taken to his rulings, had been appealed 
and if it is found that he had com- 
mitted any errors, his decision would 
probably be reversed.
